RETALIATION. 


In Congress y -sterday Represent- 
ative Dunham was directed by the 
House Committee on Commerce to 
report favorably the bill introdaced 
in the Senate by Mr. Edmunds, pro- 
viding for the inspection of meats 
for exportation, prohibiting the im- 
portation of adulterated articles of 
food or drink, and authorizing the 
President, whenever satiafied that 
unjust discriminations are made by 
any foreign State against the im- 
portation of United States products, 
to direct that such products of the 
foreign States so discriminating 
against the United States as he 
may deem proper, shall not be im- 
ported into the United States. 

The bill also authorizes the Pres- 
ident, when necessary, in his opin- 
ion, for the protection of animals in 
the United States against contag- 
ious diseases, to suspend by pro- 
clamation, importations of any and 
all classes of animals, for a limited 
time. 


EDITORIAL NOTES 


A bill was introduced in Congress 
yesterday by Findley of Maryland, 
to make gold and silver coin jointly 
a legal tender; to authorize the 
issue of legal-tender certificates for 
half gold ccin and half silver coin, 
and to provide that the fund for re- 
deeming treasurv notes, and that 
coin received of National banks, 
shall be held one-half in gold coin 
and one-half in silver coin. 


The new bridge at the cattle cor- 
rals is worth seeing, One end 
sticks into the bank under the rail- 
road track and the other reaches 
the opposite bank aftera while. It 
is built after a plan that should be 
preserved, for there will probably 
never be another built like it in the 
world.

Sullivan concealed this fact even 
from his seconds until the close of the 
fight, and this accounts for the ap- 
parent tameness of the remainder of 
the contest. This showed his wisdom, 
for bad Cardiff known the champion 
was injured he would have acted 
more aggressively. 

Cardiff is the most surprised man in 
Minneapolis over the result, for, in a 
conversation with an Associated Press 
reporter, after the fight, he said he ex- 
pected to be knocked ont, and he acted 
with great caution, knowing that Sul-

This 
delayed the evicturs in doing their 
work, as the police, rather than wet 
their feet by fording the stream, pre- 
ferred to make a long detour. Then 
the peasantry women, who rejoiced in 
the troutle they had caused the 
police and bailiffs, carried the re- 
porters and others who were friendly 
to the tenants, across the stream on 
their backs. The police, with much 
difficulty, finally succeeded in climb- 
ing the glen, and then with fixed bay- 
onets, they proceeded to the houses, 
amid the groans of the people, and 
ordered them ‘(o be vacated. Several 
of them had already been emptied. 
The work of eviction is proceeding. 
After the tenants left, the houses were 
leveled with crowbars, and the 
vacated dwellings were burned.
